BRITAIN CASTW A MEDITATIVE EYE 
Ears will be pricked In this country when the de­ 
tails of the Beveridge report are given to the British. 
It is reliably predicted that Sir William Beveridge and 
a committee of economists are going to spring Hie 
most important social document of modern times on 
their countryman. 
A Reuters dispatch in the New York Times fore­ 
casts that the report will call for compulsory state 
allurance against every type of personal want and 
insecurity. 
The cost will be staggering more each 
year than the total British budget before the war. 
Compulsory security for the British, moreover. 
will be only part of a larger plan for international 
security—the "freedom from want’’ specified in the 
Atlantie Charter ag a deiRpcratif p$al, Tile Beveridge 
report calls, in brief, for full use of all instrum en­ 
talities of government to guarantee secui tty. 
It is experted to be the most discussed topic in 
Britain when tile official text is published, and the 
repercussions will reach the United States. 
In efiect 
the report will be a prospectus of the kind of society 
that state planners udmire most—a society In which 
individualism has been supplanted by collectivism. 
Americans can hope only that their own planners 
will get a full transcript of tile debate in view of 
tile piobabiiity that the same debate will be staged 
here in somewhat the same from eventually.
